Harding Party Enjoys Life At Sea 


Captain Allen

President Harding may or may not 


have won the confidence of the coun- 
try on his western trip—that is a mat- 
ter for the 1924 election to settle— 
but he has certainly assured himself of 
renommation. It will take a political 
earthquake to dislodge him. 


Before the president went west there 


were all sorts of rumors to thc effect 
that he was not particularly keen. 
about a second term and he might be i 
disposed to withdraw voluntarily from 
the race. These were predicated on 
the assumption that he would find him- 
self unpopular In the west and that 
he would be much more likely to de- 
cline to be a candidate for renomini- 
tion than to place the party in a posi- 
.ion which would mean inevitable de- 
feat in the 1924 election itself. 


HARDING'S FRIENDS ACT 


The writer has talked with the pres- 


ident en the subject of renommation 
and can say with authority that the 
tr-ie viewpoint of Warren Harding has 
not been accurately reflected, either by 
those who have insisted that Mr. Hard- 
ing was seeking: a second term, or 
those who have represented him as

THE PRACTICAL OBJECTION 


There are practical as ivell as other 


Serious objections to President Hoarding's 
proposal of a self-perpetuating Court of 
international justice, and only an unre- 
flecting eagerness to divorce the court 
from its parent and supporter, the 
League of Nations, could have induced 
him to Coffer such a proposition. Noth- 
ing could be more undemocratic and "un- 
American" than a court responsible only 
lo itself and with power to fill its own va- 
cancies. Sudh a court, moreover, would 
"be powerless to enforce its decrees for 
Jack of backing. 
Even those senators 


•who are determined that the United 
States shall not touch the League of Na- 
tions with a tongs or a ten-foot pole must 
"balk at such a proposition. But. suppos- 
ing that Americans should forget their 
country's time-honored principles and 
agree that the United States become as- 
sociated with a self-perpetuating court, 
what about the practical objection in- 
volved in the fact that 53 nations already 
members of the court as well as of the 
[League have agreed that the judges 
should be elected by the League's assem- 
bly. 


Can they be expected to give up this 


generally approved plan and vote a self- 
perpetuating court in order to gain 
the United States as a member? That 
they would vote to do so is quite outside 
the bounds of probability, and therefore 
the practical objection alone would ap- 
pear to be insuperable. Some of our poli- 
ticians seem to think that this country's 
position in the world is now so dominat- 
ing that any proposition from America, 
even if unofficial and representing so'me 
"back country congressional district, ought 
to and will receive the world's immediate 
and awed attention. It is a pretty safe 
prediction that this attitude, which has 
developed since the war. will in due time 
receive its proper rebuke. There are 
still other sovereign nations in the world 
and a few of the stronger standing to- 
gether would present a force which even 
the United States would feel compelled to 
respect and treat with polite considera- 
tion.

LABOR AND PROHIBITION 


The large clement in the country's po- 


pulation known as labor is widely sup- 
posed to be antagonistic to prohibition 
and is usually so described in most dis- 
cussions of the subject.

"basis for such a supposition would seem 
to be furnished by the fact that Samuel 
Oompers. president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, claims general support 
of the element he represent* in his oppo- 
sition to the Volstead law. He would 
seem to be in a better position than sm- 
other man to become v*n informed as to 
the attitude of the workers throughout 
1he country- Yet the accuracy of his in- 
formation in this particular is more than 
questioned by ft. T. Jones, di^rict direc- 
tor of 1h* United Stales Employment Ser- 
vice of the Department of Labor in Kan- 
sas City.

Jones declares that labor leaders in many 
industrial centers "arc onJspoken in thr-ir 
opinions thai prohibition has helped lb»

as saying thai, -whileshe did not

firemen, 
is quoted as pro- 


claiming himself "bitterly opposed" to 
any modification or repeal of the Vol- 
stead Act. President L. E. Shcpphard of 
the Railway conductors isquotcdassaying 
that he has discussed the matter with 
Mr. Gompers and does "not agree with 
him that organized labor is in favor of 
the modification of repeal of the Vol- 
stead act."' 


Such conflict of opinion among spokes- 


men for labor adds something more to 
the accumulated evidence that nothing 
short of a popular referendum in some 
form can definitely decide what is the 
real majority sentiment on this'question. 


Mr. Gompers. however, declines to ad- 


mit that there is much conflict of opinion 
among the leaders or in the ranks of la- 
bor. In response to comment on his at- 
titude and that of the labor leaders named 
above he writes to the New York Times 
that the real position he has taken in the 
matter is that "the Volstead act is a 
misinterpretation 
of 
the 
prohibition 


amendment" and should be modified. He 
still holds that labor in general is behind 
him in this attitude, pointing to resolu- 
tions overwhelmingly adopted at the At- 
lantic City convention and unanimously 
adopted at the Denver convention of the 
American Federation of Labor "in favor 
of modification of the Volstead law so as^ 
to permit the manufacture and sale of a 
national beverage of wholesome beer." 
and directing the federation to "do ev- 
erything within their power" to achieve 
that result.

these resolutions, which he prints in full. '
